The Rev. Edward H. Birner, a 
well-known and respected mem- 
ber of the Greenbelt community, 
will be honored on Sunday, Au- 
gust 31, in celebration of the 
50th anniversary of his ordina- 
tion as a Lutheran pastor. His 
many friends, his family and 
members of the Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church will gather at a 
special “Festival Worship Service” 
at 10 a.m. that day. The public is 
invited to the reception that will 
follow in the fellowship hall. A 
dinner in his honor, which some 
250 invited guests are expected 
to attend, will be held later in the 
day. 

Although Birner served as pas- 
tor of Holy Cross for 40 years be- 
fore retiring in 1993, his service 
to Greenbelt reaches far beyond 
the pulpit. He was the first and 
long-time chair of the Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Board 
and for many years has been a 
member of the Outstanding Citi- 
zen Committee for Greenbelt’s

An Illinois native, Birner grew 
up in the ministry. His father 
served as pastor for Lutheran 
churches in the small community 
of Bunker Hill, [l., and the larger 
town of Mattoon.

Concordia High School anc 
ior College in Fort Wayne, Ind. 
After boning up on the required 
languages, including Latin and 
Greek, Birner transferred early to 


Concordia to meet the language 
requirement and in his pastoral 
studies was assigned for a one- 
year internship to a place he'd 
never heard of — Greenbelt, Md. 

“] thought, where in the world 
is that?” Birner recalled. When 
he arrived in 1951, Greenbelt was 
a town of 7,000 people — half of 
whom were children — and few 
roads. “There were kids every- 
where and very little develop- 
ment,” he said. 

Birner helped build Holy Cross 
church, literally, from the ground 
up. Since the federal government 


_owned the land, churches had to 


petition for the right to acquire 
building sites. Ground had been 
broken at 22 Ridge Road — the 
current site of Green Ridge House 
— for construction of the building. 
Meanwhile, the small congrega- 
tion of about 100 still met at the 
Center School. 

“Tt was a hole in the ground,” 
says Birner with a laugh. “I was 
in charge, but knew nothing 
about construction.”

Women Lose by One Run in Benefit Game

Greenbelt’s “hottest matchup 
of the season” took place 
Wednesday, August 13 at 
Northway Fields between the 
SKG men’s slow-pitch softball 
team — named after Steve “Kiko” 
Gingell, a teammate who died of 
cancer three years ago — and 
members of the Greenbelt 
Women’s Fast-Pitch Softball 
League (GWFPSL). The exhibi- 
tion game, which was organized 
to raise funds for the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department 
(GVFD) in order to help restore 
an original 1935 Ford-Howe 
Pumper, turned out to be a scin- 
tillating contest between two tal- 
ented teams. 

Prior to the game an anxious 
Jay Remenick, president of the 
GVED, looked up at an overcast 
sky, expressed concern about the 
weather and said, “I just want ev- 
eryone to have fun and have a 
good turnout.” And that’s exactly 
what he got, an exciting game 
enjoyed by many. It was such a 
success in fact that organizers, 
who came up with the clever 
“The Beauties and The Beasts” 
title, hinted at plans to make this 
an annual event. 

Onlookers, who didn’t seem 
bothered by the sticky heat and 
the swarms of mosquitoes, got 
more than their money’s worth as 
the SKG men’s team earned a 4- 
3 victory against the women — 
who ironically wore jerseys la- 
beled “Beast” — with solid team 
defense and smart baserunning. 
The teams played fast-pitch, the 
women supplying the men with a 
pitcher and catcher. 

In the first two innings neither 
team was able to generate much 
offense and it looked as though a 
pitcher’s duel was in the making. 
In the top of the third inning, 
however, the men scored the first 
run of the game on a sacrifice fly 
to center with one out. The strat-

egy they talked about before the 
game of just wanting to hit the 
ball seemed to change to a focus 
on winning almost immediately. 
By the next inning the men had 
opened up a 3-0 lead that ap- 
peared difficult for the women to 
overcome. 

The highly-competitive women 
were not ready to give up though 
and with the crowd behind them 
the women rallied back in the 
bottom of the fourth scoring three 
runs to tie the game 3-3. At one 
point during the rally the women 
squelched worries about their 
strength when one team member 
hit a line drive that whizzed past 
a surprised SKG third baseman. 
The well-hit single drew applause 
from the crowd and snickers from 
the SKG bench. 

The men quickly struck back 
in the top of the fifth inning on an 
RBI double to take the lead 4-3. 
To begin the seventh and final in- 
ning, the women’s team looked to 
play catch up once again, but af- 
ter the leadoff batter reached first 
base upon being struck by a pitch, 
their hopes for victory were stifled 
by a nice double play on a bunt 
to the catcher. 

According to third baseman 
Rita Horning, the women “were 
surprised by the men’s speed and 
ability to adjust to the fast-pitch 
and were disappointed by the loss 
but [they] were most concerned 
about the turnout and glad to see 
the support. We can’t wait for 
next year’s rematch.” On the 
men’s side third baseman Tony 
Pultz summed up his fellow play- 
ers’ sentiment and stated that he 
“has much more respect for the 
women and their game” after 





playing against them. 

Women’s team coach Tony 
Callaway, strongly confident of 
his players, seemed surprised at 
the end result. But he was de- 
lighted at the way that “neither 
team laid down and everyone 
gave it their all” and was also 
excited about the opportunity to 
make this an annual event. 

Kelly Ivy, head of the 
GWFPSL and one of the event’s 
organizers, had a lot riding on 
this game since a lot of people 
he had talked to thought it was 
a bad idea and were worried 
about the women getting hurt by 
the men’s strength. Ivy, full of 
smiles after the game, spoke of 
how successful the event was 
and estimated that of all the 
money generated 80 to 85 per- 
cent of it would end up as profit.

Students taking 
this course need review of basic 
math (addition, subtraction, multi- 
plication, division, fractions, deci- 
mals, percentages and word prob- 
lems) and English grammar skills.

Students taking this course 
have successfully completed GED 
I and/or are ready to learn alge- 
bra and geometry, English litera- 
ture and writing skills and pre- 
pare to take the GED test. 

Students are required to show 
proof of residency (i.e. current 
lease, phone or electric bill, 
driver’s license or Motor Vehicle 
I.D. card). 

There is no charge for 
Greenbelt residents in either 
course. Non-Greenbelt residents 
are required to pay a registration 
fee. All students are required to 
purchase a copy of the GED text- 
book and calculator (purchased 
from Greenbelt CARES). 

Students should be 16 years of 
age in order to enroll in CARES’ 
GED course. Students can take 
the GED practice test at Greenbelt 
CARES at no cost. The State of 
Maryland administers the actual 
GED test, but Greenbelt CARES 
can provide the student the appli- 
cation form needed to register for 
the GED test.

John G. Kramer 

Greenbelt Pioneer John G. 
Kramer, 90, died Thursday, Au- 
gust 21, 2003, at Laurel Hospital. 
He was born and raised in 
Chambersburg, Pa. and was the 
beloved husband of the late 
Ruth L. Kramer for 67 years. He 
moved into 1-A Southway in 
January 1938. In 1952 he 
moved to College Park where he 
lived for 50 years. Since July 
2002 he lived at the Hillhaven 
assisted living facility in 
Adelphi. 

Mr. Kramer came to this area 
as a young man to work for the 
federal government. He started 
his career with the U.S. Patent 
Office and then transferred to the 
city post office and the post of- 
fice department, Washington, 
D.C., where he spent most of his 
career.

Former Greenbelter Dayton W. 
Hull, 89, died of a heart ailment 
on August 7, 2003 at his home 
in Largo, Fla.

BARC Allowed 
To Hunt Deer

John Van De Vaarst, Deputy 
Area Director of Beltsville Agri- 
cultural Research Center (BARC) 
has advised the city that BARC 
has been given a “crop damage 
permit” which allows the removal 
of up to 50 deer, according to a 
memorandum David Moran, as- 
sistant to the city manager, sent 
to the Greenbelt City Council. 
The permit was issued by the 
Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources. 

Over population of deer has 
caused serious problems on the 
approximately 6,600-acre research 
facility, causing extensive dam- 
age to research being done on 
its fields. Phyllis Johnson, direc- 
tor of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Beltsville Area told 
the city council at a July 28 
meeting that hunters have helped 
keep deer under control during 
the official hunting season but 
that deer continue to be a serious 
detriment to the land. 

Van De Vaarst told the city 
that the hunting will be done 
during daylight hours by certi- 
fied BARC employees using tree 
stands. It will occur in several 
locations, including the Getty 
Tract (also known as Golden 
Field) near Research Road.

Created Good Vibes 


Chief James Craze reports that 
last month the Greenbelt Police 
Department conducted its first 
DUI (driving under the influ- 
ence) checkpoint funded by a 
State Highway Administration 
grant secured by Greenbelt’s traf- 
fic officer, MPO Scott Kaiser. 
The operation was manned by 15 
Greenbelt police officers, two 
Public Works employees and one 
U.S. Park Police officer. It was 
observed by an official from 
Mothers Against Drunk Drivers 
(MADD).

Greenbelt Police Sting Motorists 


On Wednes- 
day, August 20, 
the Greenbelt 
Police Depart- 
ment conducted 
a pedestrian vio- 
lation ‘sting’ In 
the 7700 block [7 
of Hanover Park- [ee 
way. During the 
operation, police 
masquerading as | 
pedestriar —— 
dressed in street 
clothes, walked 
normally across 
the street in 
marked cross- 
walk areas. Other officers pulled 
over violators who did not stop 
for the pedestrians. 

As a result of the ‘sting,’ 
which took place adjacent to 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
an average of 25 motorists an 
hour were stopped. Among the 
violators, one person was arrested 
after he was found to have an 
Open arrest warrant; one was ar- 
rested for driving while his 
operator’s license was suspended 
and a juvenile was arrested for 
driving without a license. Sev- 
eral drivers were also cited for 
having fake or altered tags. 

Officers actually witnessed 
many more violations. They 
were able to stop only a fraction 
of the violators because motorists 
continuously failed to stop for 
pedestrians even as officers were 
busy citing motorists who had 
been pulled over.

ated the Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE), as well as the 
Four Cities Coalition among 
Green-belt, College Park, New 
Car-rollton and Berwyn Heights, 
to expand inter-city cooperation. 

Putens has taken a leading 
role on senior citizen concerns 
and initiated establishment of the 
Senior Task Force, which led to 
establishment of the permanent 
Senior Citizen Advisory Commit- 
tee. He has been active in efforts 
to control development and ad- 
dress the traffic concerns arising 
from proposed developments. He 
(with the mayor) met with Gov- 
ernor Glendening to urge suc- 
cessfully that the state purchase 
75 acres next to the Metro prop- 
erty, to which additional acres 
will be donated by the owners. 
He initiated the eventually suc- 
cessful effort to have a traffic 
light installed at Greenbelt and 
Mandan Roads, and a guard rail 
installed at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. 

One of the trends during 
Putens’ tenure which has pleased 
him most has been the expansion 
of the City’s recreation facilities 
(Community Center, indoor pool, 
renovated outdoor pool, reno- 
vated Youth Center, Schrom Hills 
Park) and recently upgrading of 
the GHI playgrounds, lighting of 
Braden field and the plans for a 
skateboard park. 

Until 1993, Putens was the 
only Council member living in 
Greenbelt East, and he has 
worked actively with the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee (GEAC), of which he was a 
co-founder.

Putens has also been active in 
a variety of community organiza- 
tions, including Greenbelt Con- 
sumer Co-op, Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum, the Eleanor 
and Franklin Roosevelt Demo- 
cratic Club, and previously the 
Greenbelt Arts Center. He was an 
active participant in the Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club programs 
when his children were younger. 

While on the City Council, 
Putens has served on numerous 
county, state and national commit- 
tees to represent Greenbelt’s inter- 
ests.

assignment — back to Greenbelt. 
When he returned, the church 
had found him a new residence 
at 18 Court Ridge, which he 
christened by having the kitchen 
painted bright red. Soon after, he 
met a young Lutheran school- 
teacher at a training camp in Bal- 
timore. 

Nancy, a native of Ohio, had 
trained as a teacher at a college 
near Chicago and then worked in 
a New Jersey school. When she 
and Ed first met at the camp, 
“Neither of us was too impressed 
with the other,’ she says, laugh- 
ing. But it didn’t take long for 
them to correct that false start. 
They fell in love and married in 
1957 and he brought Nancy back 
to Greenbelt, where she was 
warmly welcomed by the church 
and community. 

In the early years, Birner faced 
one frustration with Greenbelt. 

“T thought we needed to pro- 
vide activities for young people, 
and for adults, but none of the 
activities I was familiar with — 
bowling leagues, softball teams, 
arts groups — were needed. Every- 
thing was already organized,” he 
said. 

So as pastor he stressed family, 
limiting the number of church 
meetings to allow members time 
with their loved ones. He and 
Nancy focused on their family as 
well, having four sons and _ hold- 
ing church kindergarten in their 
home when their children were 
young. With their family growing, 
they moved to 13N Ridge Road, 
a three-bedroom block end unit 
that a member offered to the 
church at cost as a parsonage. 

“To us it was a palace,” says 
Nancy. She hosted Sunday school 
for preschoolers in their home, 
held Bible studies during the 
week, was active in the church 
women’s group, babysat, drove 
members to church and substi- 
tuted in the Greenbelt school. 


With her background as a 
Lutheran teacher, she believed 
that her eldest son should go to 
Lutheran school. “When they 
opened the Beltway, I thought the 
Lord had put it there so I could 
take Andy to Lutheran school. 
And then someone gave us a 
car,’ she joked. “But we realized 
that it separated him from the 
Greenbelt community and it sepa- 
rated us, because we wanted to be 
active in school activities here. 
We were happy when he came 
back to school here.” 

A New Church 

The congregation, too, was 
outgrowing its basement sanctu- 
ary. Once the church basement 
was completed, the room was set 
up for Sunday school and two 
church services. A temporary solu- 
tion became a long-term chal- 
lenge when cost overruns and 
construction problems forced a se- 
ries of delays. “The budget that 
we projected was already used up 
just in building the basement, so 
we decided to stop right there,” 
Birner recalled. 

For nearly a decade, church 
members faithfully walked down 
the steps every Sunday to hear 
Birner preach. With room for 200 
and a membership topping 330, 
members of the church set up the 
room for Sunday school, then for 
two church services. Members 
who lived outside the city had a 
difficult time finding the church. 
Others who did saw that it was 
just a basement and drove off, he 
said. 

When he heard about news of 
the planned development of the 
Beltway in the 1960s, Birner saw 
a possible solution — and a way 
that the church could gain a more 
visible location. 

“The Beltway was going to 
cut off some land from Greenbelt 
Park, and I wondered what was 
going to happen to that little 
piece of property,’ he said. Birner

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pursued the issue with the plan- 
ning district and then contacted 
Rep. Richard Lankford, who intro- 
duced a bill for the land transfer 
in the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives. 

After he made numerous trips 
to Capitol Hill to testify and 
lobby for the land, Congress 
passed the bill. Ten years after the 
basement church was opened, the 
new building opened in 1969 at 
6905 Greenbelt Road. 

On opening day, the congrega- 
tion crowded into the basement 
and spilled outside and formed a 
procession to travel together to 
the new church, where they filled 
the pews and the halls in celebra- 
tion. In the new church, no base- 
ment exists — it was too expen- 
sive and, as Nancy says, “People 
were mighty tired of going down 
the steps.” 

An Active Retirement 

After his retirement in 1993, 
Birner widened his church orbit, 
serving as interim minister at 
churches in Crofton, Laurel and 
Bowie and other nearby loca- 
tions. He and Nancy stayed in 
Greenbelt and as members of 
Holy Cross to the delight of their 
church family and friends. They 
look forward to the festivities 
next Sunday. 

Their four sons — Andrew, 
Paul, Jonathan, and Joel — will 
be there. Paul has carried on the 
family tradition by becoming a 
minister and Jonathan is a church 
musician. Birner’s brother is 
coming from California and his 
sisters will travel to Greenbelt 
from Ohio and Illinois. One fam- 
ily is coming in from Florida to 
the celebration, which is ex- 
pected to draw quite a crowd. 

“It will be wonderful to see 
everyone,” Birner said. “ The 
challenge will be remembering 
their names.” 
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Clean Up the Anacostia River 


The Anacostia River needs 
help!
